Analysis of the Jaysee student 
body during the fall semester of 
1938 shows some interesting re- 
sults as concerns the courses stu- 
dents are taking. 

In the science and math de- 
partment there are 41 students 
taking agriculture, 53 taking en- 
gineering, 35 taking health, 10 
taking forestry, and 3. taking 
mortuary courses. 

Vocational students include: 
art 40, commerce 207, home man- 
agement 27, music 20, and trans- 
portation 10. 

Of the letters and arts stu- 
dents, 74 are studying teaching, 
12 are taking English, nine hope 
to be lawyers, and seven will 
seek careers in journalism. There 
are 57 students taking miscel- 
laneous courses.
